To their new cardinal and their old 
archbishop, Cardinal Mundelein, Ro- 
man Catholic parishes and priests of 
the diocese of Chicago gave a million 
dollar welcome yesterday at the Drake 
hotel. 


Bishop Edward F. Hoban, atfxiliary 
bishop of Chicago, presented the prel- 
ate with two checks of $500,000 each. 

The money is the gift of the cardi- 
nal’s people to finance the project 
which he has said lies nearest his 
heart, the building of St. Mary’s of the 
Lake seminary at Area, IIl. 


Thanks His Priests. 

The luncheon at the Drake, in honor 
of visiting dignitaries of the church, 
was the first time that the cardinal 
has been alone with his priests since 
the homecoming. And to them, on 
this first occasion of the gathering of 
his ecclesiastical family, Cardinal Mun- 
delein gave his personal word of 
thanks. “ 

“It would be idle to disguise from 
the priests, dt thie diecese thet my 
heart and soul, my thoughts and de- 
sires have been bound up in the Semi 
nary,” the cardinal told them. 

He spoke not only to his own priests 
but before the greatest gathering of 
Roman Catholic churchmen ever as- 
sembied in Chicago. The hotel lunch- 
eon followed the solemn pontifical 
mass in Holy Name cathedral, where 
four archbishops,.thirtv-one bishops, 
three abbots, twenty-four monsignor, 
and seven provincials joined in the 
services of thanksgiving. 


Tells of Pope’s Pleasure. 

“In my audiences with the holy fa- 
ther,” the cardinal said, “it was nat- 
ural that my conversation should turn 
to the seminary. I told him how the 
priests of Chicago had shown their in- 
terest best by the sacrifices they had 
made. He was extremely pleased, and 
he said to me, Tell the priests that 
because of this I send them a special 
blessing.’ 

“You have in reality anticipated my 
wish. You have read my thoughts. 
For had you given a million dollars 
for myself, it would have gone to the 
seminary, as your own and your peo 
ple's gift. I thank you with all my 
heart.” 

There was no ceremony about the 
tuncheon It was a time and place for 
joyful acclaim. The priests arose and 
cheered when Cardinal Mundelein 
stood to receive the checks from 
Bishop Hoban. 

It was an unconventional epilogue 
to the services of the morning when 
Cardinal Mundelein, in all the splen- 
dor with which his church surrounds 
worship of thanksgiving, celebrated 
his first public mass since his return 
to Chicago.

Street car officials debating munici-

In 1868, by authority of the legisia- 
ture, Chicago started to acquire an 
outer belt park system. As the pre 
serves are t6day, the first system was 
out beyond the centers of population, 
especially on the west and south sflles. 
The city grew by leaps and bounds. 
Within thirty-seven years it was de- 
cided that the heroic planning of 1368 
would become inadequate and insuf- 
ficient. The citizens were sure of it 
and the opinion was definite. It was 
officially realized by both city and 
state that the system planned was not 
large enough for the future. That 
was in 1905, and the legislature again 
granted authority for an outer belt, 
this time of forest preserves. That 
will be nineteen years ago on May 18. 
Politics was scrambled into the 
omelette of enabling legislation and it 
was declared invalid. 

The next act under which the acqui- 
sition of preserves actually started 
was approved by the governor on June 
27, 1913. The State Supreme court de- 
clared it valid on Feb. 11, 1915, and 
the board of forest preserve commis- 
sioners elected a president and secre- 
tary pro tempore that same day. Since 
then the county has bought about 
26.373 acres at a cost of $12,974,688. 
Who will estimate the saving, if the 
buying had been started in 1906, in- 
stead of 19157 Who will say that 2,000 
acres have been made unavailable for 
preserves by real estate subdividers 
by reason of the delay?

The 1923 re- 
ports show that more than 7,000,000 
visitors were in the preserves last 
year. In 1920 the number was placed 
uround 3,000,000.

The question of gravest concern in of] is national 
security. It requires that the fuel needs of the 
nawy shall be in no doubt at any time in any stra- 
tegic spot. The navy must not be required to get 
oll when it is needed. It must have fuel and a 
guaranty of it. 
When the navy is needed it is needed on the 
jump. The element of security might be in its 
mebility. The element of defeat might be in delay. 
Its mobility will depend on its fuel and the bases 
at which it can get fuel. 

Fuel at Hawaii means the protection of the 
whole western seaboard of the United States. The 
fortification and development of this base has. 
progressed with dismaying slowness. Congres- 
sional appropriation is nearly always far behind 
the military vision and policy. 

Under the oll contracts the private companies 
were building the oll tanks. The contracts which 
Sinclair, Doheny, and other contractors got from 
the navy and interier departments may be tainted 
with seandal and may have been based on the 
wrong principle, but it remains a faet that the 
tanks were being built. 

If the contractors are nat to Wild them and be 
paid in ofi, then congress must make the appro 
priations and do the work. The oil commission 
says that it is a question of dollars or oi] and that 
the country should use ite dollars and not its off | 
to get its navy ofl tanka. We were of that opinion 
when the controversy began. } : 
As between saving money and saving of it & 
better to save ofl, It is almost mandatory to save 
oil, There has been dispute az to the best method 
of keeping the reserve, whether in the natural 
fields or in tanks, but mo one denies that the re 
quirements of the navy should be available.

If the navy is not to have its oll tanks constructed 
under private contract, there is an immediate obil- 
gation on eengress to complete the work. :

Clones Shows How the 
Markets Are Split.

CLONES, May 13.—This town of 
Clones, with a population of 2,500, is a 
typical example of the hardship 
wrought in many of the border com- 
munities by the existence of the Ulster 
Free State boundary. It is the largest 
town in a large area which lives from 
the markets and the fairs, or rather 
did live, in a measure of prosperity 
before the boundary came to work its 
ruin. 

Clones is in the Free State, but it is 
in a small wedge of the County Mon- 
aghan, jutting into Fermanagh. Its 
market area has a radius of ten miles 
all around ang a fair area much 
greater, but the Ulster boundary on 
the west is now within from a half 
mile to a mile of the town. What this 
means was descr bed to me this morn- 
ing by Henry Murphy, the county so- 
licitor and one of the leading lawyers 
of this district. 


Cuts Town in Two. 


“Clones has béen deprived of more 
than half its market population,” Mr. 
Murphy said. “The country people 
who come into town have to cross the 
boundary coming in and going out. 
When bringing cattle and farm prod- 
wee to the fair market they have to 
declare them and to fill out forma, 
although not dutiable. 

“When going out with the pur 
chases they must declare and, pay on 
all dutiable goods. What does that 
mean? It means that the laboring peo- 
ple across the border cannot buy tea, 
sugar, tobacco, or whisky in Clones. 

“For these articles they must go to 
Newtown, Butler, or Roslea, which 
are both smaller and more inconven- 
fent markets, or if they want a large 
market they must go to Enniskillen, 
twenty-five miles away. 

“Then cannot even enter Clones by 
the most convenient route, for the 
Ulstér government cut the bridges, ex-

‘I learn that while all is quiet in this 
frontier now, the feeling is bitter on 
the Free State side, both because of 
their own troubles and because of the 
sympathy toward the Free Staters on 
the other side of the boundary who are 
cut off from them. One of the chief 
causes of complaint is the inability of 
the men from the Ulster. side who re- 
cently served the Free State army is 

being demobilized to return to 
their homes. 

‘Every effort is now being made by 
the responsible leaders of both sides of 
the border to restrain the wilder spir- 
its and to keep the pedte, but the sit- 
uation is full of dynamite which any 
spark might set off.

The opening ef a window in the 
shops of the Illinols Malleable Iron 
company’s plant at 1801 Diversey park- 
way last February led yesterday to the 
killing of two men and the suicide of 
the killer. 

John Gardner, an ex-policeman, 60 
years old, a laborer in the plant, shot 
and killed two of his superiors, Her- 
man A. Krause, an inspector, 4042 
North Kilbourne avenue, and R. W.

Immediately following Wightman's 
action, William T. Tilden issued his 
first public statement, 
made it plain that he would with- 
draw his resignation from the Davis 
cup team the same day that the U. 8. 
L. T. A. calls its special meeting to 
permit the tennis players of the coun- 
try to vote on the amateur rule in- 
terpretation. 

In his adroitly worded statement, 
Tilden deftly takes the case out of the 
hands of the officials and makes it a 
matter for a nation-wide referendum 
of club members. Tilden declares he 
will abide by the result of such a vote 
—even if it be adverse to his own in- 
terests. 


See Return of Tilden. 

Inasmuch as Wightman has decided 
to call the meeting which Tilden has 
made contingent upon the withdrawal 
of his resignation, it follows logically 
that the American champion will rep- 
resent his country in the coming Davis 
cup matches, no matter which way the 
referendum results, For the first time 
since the inception of the feud a way 
out of the impasse is disclosed. 

The meeting, Mr. Wightman said, 
probably would be held in New York, 
but the place and date were subject 
to the call of the executive committee. 
His statement follows: 

Tilden’s announcement was pre- 
pared for publication in the issue of 
American Lawn Tennis, dated May 
15, but was not made public until to 
day. The champion openly charges 
the U. 8. L. T. A. with violating its 
own amateur rule by commercializing 
the game through the medium of huge 
gate receipts, which, he contended, 
were a more demoralizing influence 
than written articles.
